In both St. Paul and Minneapolis 
the commoner pointed out that Pres­ 
ident Taft is not a factor in the race. 
At the Auditorium he apologized for 
devoting so much of his time to an 
attack upon the president. 
“ I ’ve spent too much time upon Mr. 
Taft,” said he, "but I didn’t want any 
friend of his to think I didn’t know he 
was a presidential candidate.” 
About Governor W ilson, Mr. Bryan 
had not a great deal to say.

Roosevelt Asserts Governor W ilson’* 


Only Chance Lies in the Support of 


the 
Reactionaries— Says 
Progres­ 


sives W ill Only Spend About $350.- 


000 in Present Campaign, 


Oskhosh. W U ., Oct. 12— A defense 
of his record on th* tariff question and 
an attack on Woodrow W ilson's posi­ 
tion were made hero by Colonel Roose­ 
velt. 
Governor Wilson, he said, had 
been the hope of the Progressive*, but 
bad changed bis attitude ami “ at pres­ 
ent his sole chanco lie* la the support 
of the reactionaries." 
Here, in Senator La Follette’* own 
•tate, the colonel discussed, for the 
fir st time in hi* campaign, th* sen­ 
ator’* opposition to him. 
He replied 
to Senator La Follette * attacks by 
taking up a number of point* on which 
the senator has based his criticism of 
the form er president. 
Ho expressed 
regret that the senator had ranged 
himself against the Propressive party 
and quoted from a speech last year in 
the senate in which Mr. La Follett# 
eulogized him. 
Colonel Roosevelt said that th* Pro­ 
gressive party’s campaign fund this 
year would be loss than half the fund 
either of the Democratic or the Repub­ 
lican party.
